WHAT THE ARTIST PAYS 


Jascha Heifetz, a ttain in g his 30th b irthday re ­ 
cently, rem arked tha t he hoped his sm all daugh­ 
te r would not b ecome a fam ous violinist. 
“I t ’s too hard a life,” he ex plained. 
Here, apparently, we have one of those little 
slips tha t a great a rtist occasionally m akes; a 
chance rem ark tha t lets us peer b ehind the evil 
and see w hat b eing a Heifetz, a Caruso or a Ce­ 
zanne is really like. We feel tha t these m en are 
to b e envied, and so indeed they are; yet now 
and then one or another of them gives the show 
away b y adm itting tha t reaching the sum m it of 
an a rt does not alw ays give the happiness it is 
supposed to. 
Consider H eifetz’s own case. 
At tln ee he b e 
gan studying the violin. At five he gained con­ 
siderab le local renow n. 
Before he had reached 
his ’teens he was fam ous: and ever since he has 
b een a world celeb rity, honored b y music lovers 
from Moscow to San Francisco. 
In all of this 
tim e he has not let a day go b y w ithout practic­ 
ing. generally for m any hours. 
Rem em b ering tha t he b ecam e a serious student 
of the violin a t an age w hen the ordinary child 
has not even b een taught its A B C s, it is not d if­ 
ficult to see why he feels tha t it has b een too 
hard a life. 
Childhood generally is not quite 
such a happy tim e as grow nups pretend; never­ 
theless, it has a carefree, irresponsib le aura tha t 
clings over it throughout a lifetim e, and m akes 


it an enchanted time to look b ack upon. But for 
this man none of that is true. There was noth­ 
ing b ut hard work, and lots of it. 
Of course, he has had his compensations, m a­ 
terial and otherwise. 
For a long time he has 
known a large income. He has b een famous, he 
has known what the applause of great crowds is 
like. And, far more important, there has b een 
the peculiar ecstasy that comes only to the great 
artist—the ecstasy reserved for those fortunate 
few who, b y picking up a violin or a paint b rush 
or a pen, can demonstrate that man is, after all 
little lower than the angels. 
And yet—“it’s too hard a life.” 
To reach greatness in any of the arts one must 
make heavy sacirfices. 
One must sacrifice, in­ 
deed, one’s self; must make one’s self an instru­ 
ment through which one’s art can b e produced 
One cannot live as other men live; and if there 
is, for reward, a greater delight than other men 
know, three are, also, greater sorrow, greater 
pain, greater discouragement. 
Life b ecomes 
b usiness of high peaks and deep valleys. If the 
peaks gleam with a light not of this earth, the 
valleys are filled with the b lackest of shadows. 
The rest of us can only guess at all of this, to 
b e sure. We share the artist’s ex altation at sec­ 
ond hand when we see the pictures that he has 
painted, or read his poetry, or hear him play his 
violin; b ut it is only in a chance remark, like this 
of Heifetz’s, that we get a glimpse of the shad- 
ows.

He later graduated from Asb ury 
in 1843 (now DePauw).

Kankakee swamps were drained. 
Appointed Minister to Italy b y 
Harrison in 1889, he resided in 
Rome three years. He died 
at 
Indianapolis May 3, 1897 and was 
b uried in Crown Hill a t that city.

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WHAT THE ARTIST PATS 


Jascha Heifetz, attaining his 30th birthday re- 


cently, remarked that he hoped his small daugh- 
ter would not become a famous violinist. 


-It's too hard a life," he explained. - 
Here, apparently, we have one of those little 


slips that a great artist occasionally makes; a 
chance remark that lets us peer behind the evil 
and see what being a Heifetz. a Caruso or a Ce- 
zanne is really like. We feel that these men are 
to be envied, and so indeed they are; yet now 
and then one or another of them gives the show 
away by admitting that reaching the summit or 
an art does not always give the happiness it is 
supposed to. 


Consider Heifetz's own case. At three he be- 


gan studying the violin. At five he gained con- 
siderable local renown. Before he had reached 
his 'teens he was famous; and ever since he has 
been a world celebrity, honored by music lovers 
from Moscow to San Francisco. In all of this 
time he has not let a day go by without practic- 
ing, generally for many hours. 


Remembering that he became a serious student 


of the violin at an age when the ordinary child 
has not even been taught its A B C's, it is not dif- 
ficult to see why he feels that it has been too 
hard a life. Childhood generally is not quite 
such a happy time as grownups pretend; never- 
theless, it has a carefree, irresponsible aura that 
clings over it throughout a lifetime, and makes 


it an enchanted tune to look back upon. But for 
this man none of that is true. There was noth- 
ing but hard work, and lots of it. 


Of course, he has had his compensations, ma- 


terial and otherwise. For a long time he has 
known a large income. He has been famous, he 
has known what the applause of great crowds is 
like. And, far more important, there has beer 
the peculiar ecstasy that comes only to the great 
artist—the ecstasy reserved for those fortunate 
few who, by picking up a violin or a paint brush 
or a pen, can demonstrate that man is, after all 
little lower than the angels..' 


And yetr-"it's too hard a life." 
To reach greatness in any of the arts one musi 


make heavy sacirfices. One must sacrifice, in- 
deed, one's self; must make one's self ah instru- 
ment through which" one's art can be produced 
One cannot live as other men live; and if therfe 
is, for reward, a greater delight than other men 
know, three are, also, greater" sorrow, greater 
pain, greater discouragement. Life becomes a 
business of lugh peaks and deep valleys. If the 
peaks gleam with a light not of this earth, the 
valleys are filled with the blackest of shadows. 


The rest of us can only guess at all of this, to 


be sure. We share the artist's exaltation at sec- 
ond hand when we see the pictures that he has 
painted, or read his poetry, or hear him play his 
violin; but it is only in a chance remark, like this 
of Heifetz's, that we get a glimpse of the shad 
ows.

Governor Baker was born Feb- 


ruary 12, 1817, in Franklin coun- 
ty; Pensylvania, the son of a 
farmer and grew up to manhood 
amid the hardships of the pion- 
eer country boy.'At fifteen he 
entered the Penn College" at 
Gettysburg and after leaving 
college, took up the study of law 
hi'the office of Thaddeaus Stev- 
ens and'was admitted to the bar 
in 1839. In .1841 he moved to and 
settled at Evansville, Ind. 


He was elected to the legisla- 


ture in 1845 and judge of com- 
mon pleas court of Warrick and 
Vanderburg counties^in 1852. In

Hendricks 


was the sixteenth governor of 
iidiana. He was born on a farm 
n Muskingum county, Ohio, near 
Zanesville, Sept. 17,. 1819 and 
came to Indiana, with his par- 
ents, while a child.

;led hi Madison county 
and 


ihree years later located in Shel- 
jy county. He studied law with 
lis uncle, Judge Thompson, and 
later attended Hanover college. 
to th public schools of Shelby- 
ville he had acquired a fan- edu- 
cation. • 


Leaving college he entered the 


law office of Judge Major of 
ShelbyvUle and was admitted to 
the bar in 1843. In 1850 he was 
selected a delegate to the con- 
stitutional convention and in 
1851-3 he was elected to con- 
gres." He was commissioner of the 
general land office four years, by 
appointment of President Pierce. 
Nominated for governor in I860; 
he was defeated by Henry Smith 
Lane and in 1863 was elected to 
the U. S. senate, where he fav- 
ored an earnest prosecution, •> of 
the war, by vounteers but op- 
posed conscription. 


He was for all bills to maintain 


the army but when the war was 
over favored giving the southern 
state full representation in con- 
gress and control of their own 
state governments. He was dem- 
ocratic candidate for governor in 
1868 but was defeated by Conrad 
Baker. He was elected governor 
in 1872 by a small margin and 
with one exception, the 
ohl; 


democrat elected on the state 
,icket. 


Hon. Leonidas Sexton of Rush- 


ville, was elected It. governor. Hfe 
was a candidate for nomination 
to presidency In 1876, but defeat- 
ed by Samuel J. Tilden and ac- 
cepted a place on the ticket for 
vice president. The bitterest cam- 
paign in history fbllow.ed 
and 


the disputed election was settled 
by an 
electorial commission, 


which seated Rutherford B. 
Hayes and William H. Wheeler..
